REFLECTS 


Municipal school trustees all over Alberta are working, 
studying, planning and meeting again and again, with 
teachers’ salary committees, bus contractors, janitors 
unions, architects and builders, in an uphill struggle to 
meet the rising costs of education, In practically every 
case these men are businessmen or farmers who sacri- 
fice their own interests to make this time available, 

The provincial government's foundation program for 
education is obviously not adequate, and it becomes more 
obvious each year that new sources of revenue must be 
tapped for education, 

Teachers’ salary requests are generally reasonable, 
New classrooms must be provided as they are needed, 
The problems are not going to melt away, and school 
board cannot obtain extra funds continually from property 
owners, who are approaching the breaking point in 
school taxes, 

If a sales tax is needed, the province should imple 
ment it - unpopular though it may be with the voting 
public, It may be that too many services are being 
provided by the provincia! government, and some of 
these will have to go for the simple reason that the 
taxpayers cannot afford them, 

A qualified team of comptrollers and efficiency ex- 
perts might well be able to free considerable public 
funds for education by decreasing non-essential services, 
boards, departments and provincial payrolls, 

It is time for the provincial government to take a long 
hard look at the situation, For under our constitution 
the province is responsible for education, If things 
go on as they are the municipalities may soon face 
yet another serious problem: the kind of capable, dedi- 
cated and hard-working men and women who have for 
years served as school trustees, may refuse to do so 
any longer under near-impossible conditions,

BY-LAW No, 59 - 68, 
MOVING BUILDINGS ON MUNICIPAL ROADS 

By-Law No, 59-68, being a by-law of the Municipal 

District of Sturgeon No, 90, Morinville, Alberta, for 
the purpose of controlling and regulating the moving 
of buildings on Municipal Roads: 
WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 222, Part 13, Chapter 30 
of the Vehicles and Highway Traffic Act, 1967 the 
Council of a municipality may make by-laws for the 
regulation and control of the use of roads under its 
direction and management; 

WHEREAS, it ts the Council's wish to control and 
regulate the moving of buildings by the issuance of 
moving permits through the Municipal Office for every 
building betng towed, carried or in any other manner, 
moved on Municipal Roads; 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 231 Part Vl, Chapter 
215 of the Municipal District Act, the Council may 
(a) Impose a fine not exceeding One Hundred Dollars, 
exclusive of costs, for the breachof By-Law No, 59-68; 
(b) provide for reasonable punishmont by imprisonment 
in the nearest common goal for any period not exceed- 
ing sixty days in case of nonpayment of the fine and 
costs inflicted for the breach of the by-law unless 
the fine and costs including the costs of committal 
are sooner paid; (c) provide that Uf the conviction 
is for the non payment of a permit fee payable to the 
Municipal Districi,the Court on convictionmay adjudge 
the payment thereof in addition to the fine, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that By-Law No, 
59-68 be enacted and that a permit be required for 
moving of buildings on Municipal Roads at the rate of 
$5,00 per permit and that a fine be imposed pursuant 
to the Act for infraction of By-Law No, 59-68,
